Is Urged by Secretary Meredith. 

itu-Ir nllotnients of these nrmy supplies 
beeatise of the greiit iissisttinee they 
will he in ex'pediling road liiiilding. 
'I'his nmteriiil i.s in iidditlon to approx¬ 
imately ‘’L’.Dfkl army inopir veliieies 
which already have lieeii a I lotted to 
the .states through the federal depnrt- 
ment of ngrienltiire in a< cord willi [ire- 
vlous legislation. 

As yet no definite estimate can be 
made ns tn the numiier of miicliines of 
different kinds wliicti the secretary of 
war will designate to he “siiriiliis and 
not required for military purposes,” as 
provided in tie* act. Among the scores 
of items listed in the law are: Hond 
rollers, sprinkling wagons, concrete 
mixers, derricks, coniiiletn pile-iiriver 
outfits, clam-shell buckets, cnterpilbti 
and drag-line excavators, plows, 
cranes, dump wagons, lioisting engin<*s, 
stump pullers, wlieelharrows. Iilnsting 
iiiacliines, corrugated metal culverts, 
surveying instruments, drafting ma¬ 
chines, fabricated liridge matcriiils, 
gravity and power conveyors, and 
wagons.

Geneva. It may he 
awarded to only one nnr.se of a na¬ 
tion each year. Thus these six women 
represent Aniericn'a Idgti roll of nurs¬ 
ing since the outbreak of tlie Great 
War In 1014, The Elorenre Nightin¬ 
gale rmvlal was established In 1912. 
It can he awarded "only to tralnetl 
ntirses wlio may have especially dis¬ 
tinguished tlieinselvea by great and 
exceptional devotion to the sick and 
woundwl In peace or war." 

The Eloreiice Nightingale medal is 
well named. Florence Niglitingale 
(1820-1910) wa.s the pioneer of trained 
army nursing. She was an Eiigllsh- 
womanj born in Elorence. She beeprae 
Interested In nursing early and went 
througl) courses of training In Erance 
nnd Germany. Slie then made a study 
of hospital methods in Europe. She 
became the friend of tiie rn.gged 
schools nnd otlier situfTar institutions 
of London. 

Opportunity knocked at tier door in 
tlie Crimean war. In l-S'il reports of 
(he awful eondlrJons surrounding the 
wounded nnd sick reached London 
and she sailed for Scutari with a staff 
of '18 volunteer nurses. There she 
tolled until the Ilrltish troops left the 
town In 18."it). Her nightly round of 
the wards won fur tier from the sol¬ 
diers the title of "I-ady With the 
Lniup.” She not only nursed the sick 
and wounded hut started educational 
classes and organized reading. 

Fame rewarded her. Her country 
made her a gift of .$2.‘>t),()0(). With 
this stie founded a training home for 
nurses. Soon slie tiecaiiie a general 
adviser of the civilizud world in mat¬ 
ters of nursing and snnittw.v reform. 
Her e.xarnple nnd Inllueni-e liriuight 
ahoiit tlie organization of the Ited 
Cross society. She wrote “Notes on 
Hospitals" (IS.'ib) nnd “Notes on 
Nursing" (IMiO). 

So the name of Eloreii(-e Niglitin- 
gale <'alls iij) a hnive pl<-turc of wo¬ 
manly devotion, made more valualilo 
by trained skill. Tin* records of itie 
six Auicriciiti women lioiiorcd witli the 
Elorem-e Niglitingale medal .sliow tlint 
they are wiirttiy recipients of this 
highly-prized decoration. Tlie six 
nurses are:
